N December, 1789, an Effay on Ship-Building, with a catalogue of books, appeared on 
the blue cover of the Magazine, which has veen continued by fhort papers ever fince, in 
the fame confpicuous place, with a few reduced drafts, which may not prove, perhaps, very 
entertaining to many of our re:ders; but to (uch we beg leave to remind, that they are very 
-much interefted in the fubject, both for defence and trade: nor have they any reafon to com- 
plain of the want of thcir ufual entertainment, as thofe eflays have not coft them one penny, 
being printed on the cover, entirely at the expence of the prepr.etors, and it has been the 
happy means of eftsblifhing a fociety of the moft able* and refpe@table men of this and other 
countries, whofe labours will probably render navigation more fafe than before. We are 
happy alfo to inform them, that models for expeiiments on a much larger frale chan has yet 
been tried in any part of Europe, (20 fet at leaft,) in order to afcértain the folid of leaft re- 
fiftance and other criterians not yet fatisfactorily determined, are about to be laid before the 
publice: As this will require much time and expence it wiil be out of the power of the fo- 
ciety to publith a volume of their tranfactions for two or three years to come, we therefore 
propofe to keep the fame channel open for fuch fugitive pieces, and afterwards to reprint them 
in pamphlets, as part I, and Ii, of which are now ready. We return thanks for thofe al- 
ready come to hand: many are from liberal and ingenious foreigners, whofe theoretical and 
practical abilities do them great credit. We are convinced many judicious obfervations ftill 
yemain in the cabinets of the curious: fuch we folicit, and fuch we hope to obtain.
